not believe for a second that money had been 
used to influence the legislature or city coun- 
cil, as charged; that such procedure was not 
necessary, and that if any money of the rail- 
road had been used for unlawful purposes 
it was without the authority of the directors. 

Mr. Delano defended himself personally 
from the insinuations made in Fetzer’s bi!! 
that he had influenced the passage of bil! 
T77 by saying that his use of the words, “ in 
a quiet way,”’ in his letter to Thomas did not 
mean that the bill should be pushed by the 
use of money but without undue publicity. 
which would indicate that the road was 
especially anxious for the validating act. 

“ There are three things I want to point out 
strongly in this matter,’’ said Mr. Delano. 
‘First, I am glad this case has come out 
as it has, for it gives us a full opportunity 
to present our side in the courts, and be- 
cause every shred and particle of evidence 
will be thoroughly ventilated. We court 
the fullest and completest possible investiga- 
tion of every transaction connected with the 
affair and let every guilty man be brought 
to book. Our attorneys had already served 
notice on Mr. Fetzer’s attorneys that they 
proposed to file a suit to recover under the 
award when his bill was filed. This was 
done under an agreement that twenty-four 
hours’ notice should be given them, and this 
notice was served at noon yesterday. 


Came from Other Side. 


“ The second point is that that plan of arbi- 
tration was not of our seeking but the propo- 
sition came from the other side. They pro- 
posed arbitration within a few daysafter our 
original bill for an accounting was filed on 
Jan. 19. I was in New York at the time and 
was called up on the long distance telephone 
to see if I would agreeto it. I was opposed 
to the plan from the start, for I thoughtthey 
would try to get out with a trifling award. or 
welch, but I was overruled. 

“The third point I want to make is that 
Fetzer’s attorneys do not deny that the 
money was taken, but seek to defend them- 
selves by saying that they connived at the 
spending of it for illegal purposes. If money 
was spent to corrupt the legislature, which in 
the first place I don't believe, it is no defense 
and any real estate man who would lend him- 
sélf to such practices ought to be pursued to 
justice. 

“ As for my letter which they quote, if 
they had printed the legal opinion of Mr. 
Travous—then general solicitor of the Wa- 
bash but now dead—which accompanied my 
letter and which went into the legal reasons 
why we needed the passage of the bill it 
would have been clearly understood by the 
public and no significance would have been 
attached to it. I have here a copy of Mr. 
Travous’ letter, which really represented an 
opinion rendered by him for Mr. W. H. Blod- 
gett, then general counsel for the Wabash, 
following a conference with some Boston 
bankers, at which it was agreed that the 
matter of the defect in the bonds be referred 
to Mr. Henley and Mr. Blodgett. 


Quotes Advice from Counsel. 


‘ The letter is as follows: 

“<*s8t Louls, Mo., Feb. 25, 1907.—Mr. F. A. 
Delano, President, Chicago, Il. 

“*Dear Sir: Referring to the matter of 
procuring the passage of a validating statute 
for the purpose of removing any question as 
to the legality of the consolidation of the 
South Chicago and Western Indiana Rail- 
road company and the Chicago and Western 
Indiana Belt Railway company with the Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana Railroad com- 
pany, and incidentally of removing any qués- 
tion as to the legality of the consolidated 
mortgage or bonds, we beg to advise that 
General Solicitor Henley a short time ago 
submitted to us a copy of a proposed bill, to 
which we suggested certain amendments, as 
shown by attached copy of letter to him. 

“‘*Mr. Henley now writes that he has incor- 
porated the suggestions offered in the pro- 
posed statute, but desires our Opinion as to 
whether or not it is necessary or advisable 
to take the proposed action. 

‘““* Were it not for the decision of the Su- 
preme court of Illinois in the Minnesota and 
Northwestern Railroad -company case, we 
would be inclined to concludé that even 
though the consolidation were unauthorized 
by any Illinois statute, the consolidation 
agreement between the three companies 
would, nevertheless, be sufficient to make 
the acts of the Chicago and Western Indiana 
company binding upon all of them, and that 
a validating statute would hardly be neces- 
sary. But in view of the decision referred 
to, which has now for the second time caused 
a question to be raised as to the legality of 
the consolidation and acts of the consolidated 
company, we believe that it would be advisa- 
ble to procure the passage of such an act, if 
it is reasonably practicable to do so. The 
existence of a doubt as to the legality of the 
mortgage, or any act of the company having 
reference to its indebtedness, must necés- 
sarily tend to depreciate its securities and 
make it more difficult to negotiate them, and 
this of itself would seem to justify the pro- 
posed action.

Analyzes the Word “Quiet.” 

“The only significance that can be at- 
tached to my letter is the word ‘ quiet.’ Does 
that necessarily mean that money was to be 
used? i simply meant that we did not want 
to stir up any excitement over the matter 
which might defeat the bill or which would 
make us appear too anxious about it. There 
was nothing to conceal about the bill. A good 
deal of fuse was made about it in the papers 
for a time because it followed shortly aftera 
report of the attorney general on some Alton 
transactions and it was generally suppesed 
that the bill was intended to legalize the Alton 


merger. ; 

“The bill was intended to remedy a smal! 
defect in the original incorporation papers of 
the Western Indiana company obtained many 
years before. 

“The*point was that the present Western 
Indiana is composed of three original com- 
panies, and a state law prohibited the con- 
solidation of more than two, I believe. At 
least there was a question as to what the 
law meant exactly. One could read it in dif- 
ferent ways, and there was a ge oe 


las to whether two companies 


merged and the combined company merged 


with the third or whether all three had been 
merged. It was not possible to get an en- 
abling act for the particular transaction; 
that would be specia! legislation, so the bill 
was framed to legalize all consolidations in 
a certain year.”’ 


Refers to Kensington Act. 


*‘I never heard of any attempt on the part 
of the Western Indiana to block the Kensing- 
ton and Eastern. There may have been 
some trouble at the start about an overhead 
crossing, but I don’t see where we did much 
blocking, as we had to pay one-third of the 
cost of a crossing over our own tracks. As 
for the Genera] Electric railway, we never 
got anything for which we should have 
spent money, and I don’t believe any was 
used. 

“The General Electric was left with al) 
its original rights, and its tracks still occupy 
the street. These are samples of the meth- 
ods they have adopted to cloud the issue. 
The Fifty-first street yard, which is men- 
tioned indefinitely, was completed several! 
years before the transaction under consid- 
eration, and the ordinance was passed on 
Oct. 23, 1890. 

“T employed Fetzer at the request of 
Thomas. I knew of him before, and he had 
bought land for, the Wabash, but in those 
cases the prices were a]! right. If he had 
bought for the Western Indiana at the same 
prices he had for the Wabash it would have 
cost the Western Indiana about $1,000,000 
less.”” 


Road’s Suit to Collect. 


The suit by the Western Indiana company 

in the Superior court to recover the amounts 
due under the award of Arbiter Field from 
Mr. Fetzer was filed shortly after noon by 
Attorneys Nelson, Scott, and Fisher, repre- 
senting the rafiroad, and isa simple action ft 
assumpsit for the recovery of a debt. It is 
declared by the rallroad representatives that 
this suit precipitated the action taken the 
night before by Mr. Fetzer’s attorneys, as 
they had given a twenty-four hour notice, 
according to a previous stipulation at noon 
on Thureday. 
The filing of this euft revealed the fact that 
Mr. Fetzer is now the only defendant against 
whom the railroad {8 pushing its claims. 
Former President Thomas and former Real 
Estate Agent Kappee have turned over tod the 
railroad a total of $76,000, which was ac- 
cepted by the attorneys for the road on their 
statement that it represented all the prop- 
erty they have. 

The remainder of the $525,000 which Arbiter 
Field declared was owed to the road by the 
three defendants jointly. or $449,000, is’ the 
amount which it is attempted to recover 
from Mr. Fetzer, although the suit is for 
total damages of $600,000. 

“ Thomas and Kappés have settled with us 
under their agreement to abide bz the arbi- 
ter’s decision,”’ said Attorney Nelson. ‘‘They 
have turned over 876,000 between them 
within the week without protest.” 


Copies Show Alleged Forgeries. 


The document filed by the railroad is brief 
in itself, but incorporates a copy of former 
Judge Field’s award, a copy of the agreement 
to abide by the arbitration decision, and pho- 
tographic copies of the exhibits in the Cork- 
ery purchase, which are declared to show 
that. Fetzer forged Mrs. Corkery’s signature 
to a receipt for $250,000, whereas it is al- 
leged Mrs. Corkery only received $100,000 of 
tre amount. 

The declaration sets forth that Mr. Fetzer. 
as one of the parties to the agreement, had 
promised to submit to the anbitration, that 
the time for the payment had expired on 
March 28, and that although often requested 
he had not made any payment, nor any part 
thereof, nor deposited securities as agreed 
with George M. Reynolds, president of the 
Continental National bank. The amount of 
his debt to the railroad is placed at $449,000, 
elthough damages in the sum of $600,000 are 
asked for. 

Interest was aroused in connection with the 
statements that Thomas and Kappes have 
sacrificed their property to meet the condi- 
tions prescribed by Arbiter Field by the filing 
for record of a deed conveying the property at 
the northeast corner of Seventy-fifth street 
and Harvard avenue, 601x125 feet, and other 
property in the township of Bremen by Mr. 
Thomas and his wife, Lillian, to Edward C. 
Maher for a nominal consideration. Mr. 
Maher, who is an attorney in the offices of 
Winston, Payne, Strawn & Hayes, said he 
had simply bought the land. which was cheap 
acre property. f 


Says “Good Thing for Road.” 


Arbiter Field said he believed that publicity 
concerning the whole matter will be a good 
thing for the road. 

‘‘ Fetzer, Thomas, and Kappes refused to 
have a stenographer present to record their 
confessions of illegal acts,’’ said the arbiter. 
‘*T wanted one for my own protection, but 
they wouldn’t consent to it. Therefore, there 
ig no record of the damaging testimony.”’ 

Mr. Kappes declined during the day to 
make any statement, saying that Mr. Fetzer 
would have to do the talking. 

‘I’m charged with a lot of things that no- 
body has any business to charge me with,” 
said Mr. Kappes, in declining to talk about 
specific features of the case. “It will ab 
come out in the wash.” 

Mr. Fetzer and Mr. Thomas both declined 
to make any statements. 

“ Any interview purporting to come from 

me may be stamped as a fake,’ said Mr. Fet- 
zer. Attorneys also were unwilling to talk. 

The Fetzer bill produced a stir in the city 
hall. Aldermen who favored the Kensington 
and Eastern (IiMnois Central) ordinancee said 
they saw in the bill “ an explanation for the 
attitude of the ‘gray wolves’ who were in- 
cluded among those who opposed the or- 
dinance. 

Aldermen who voted against the ordinance 
said they would not talk for publication about 
it for the reason that they considered Fetzer’s 
bill a “ bluff,”’ and that they did not consider 
themselves as having been put upon the de- 
fensive. 

There was much diecussion on both sides of

HANBERG MAKES VAIN PLEA; 
MERRIAM REPORT TO STAND. 


Commissioner. of Public Works Seeks to 
Escape Censure for $127,000 Cum- 
mings Foundry Purchases. 


John J. Hanberg, commissioner of public 
works, made a futile effort yesterday after- 
noon to have the Merriam commission ma- 
terially change its forthcoming report on the 
purchase of $127,000 worth of castings from 
the T. A. Cummings Foundry company. At 
the conclusion of the public hearing, at which 
Mr. Hanberg was under examination for an 
hour—on his own request because he had 
not been interrogated previously—the inves- 
tigators decided to leave the major blame on 
the commissioner. 

According to Mr. Hanberg, the responsi- 
bility for purchases of castings by requisi- 
tions in amounts of less than $500, instead of 
by contract, rested chiefly upon his deputy, 
Paul Redieske. 

“What we want to get at,” said Attorney 
Walter L. Fisher, “is what responsibility, 
if any, you assumed as commissioner of 
public works.” 

“I think I should have been consulted 
about it,” seid Mr. Hanberg, “but I was 
not. Under the code Redieske had the au- 
thority. That was contrary to directions.” 

From the time of his appointment in the 
spring of 1907, said Mr. Hanberg, until two 
years later he was not aware of the amount 
of castings purchased. 

“You did not know,” asked Mr. Fisher, 
“that the Cummings company was being 
paid a substantially larger sum than it had 
bid for these castings?” 

‘‘T aia not,” replied Mr. Hanberg. 

There were several warm verbal exchanges 
between Mr. Fisher and Frank I. Bennett, 
who favored expurgating the report on the 
ground that no greater personal responsibil- 
ity than attaches to a superior official should 
be laid upon Mr. Hanberg. So clean was the 
cleavage at one time that it appeared as if 
a minority report also would be framed. The 
report will be submitted to the council! next 
Monday night without material change from 
its original draft. 

The commission will consider the report on 
Purchasing Agent Coleman's office at an ex- 
ecutive session next Wednesday.

**T understand there is such a movement on 
foot, backed by not more than three mem- 
bers of the body,” he said.

“* Grand juries usually are of such a caliber 
and dignity that they pay no attention to 
such things, and do not permit any one to 
dictate to them their duty or influence them 
in any way they do not believe to be right.” 

Although the state's attorney would not 
discuss the matter further, it was apparent 
he believed the grand jury, as a whole, was 
satisfied that it had accomplished al! in the 
way of indictments that the evidence intro- 
duced warranted. 

While there has been one or two disputes 
between individual members during the in- 
vestigation of coal graft, there never has 
been any indication of a “ runaway” grand 
jury, and the inquisitors and the prosecutor's 
office apparently have been working in har- 
mony. Even as late as yesterday afternoon. 
when @ committee was appointed to draw up 
the report’of the grand jury, nothing had been 
offered or suggested in the chamber hinting | 
at a recommendation for a special graft body. 


Prepare Usual Formal Report. 

The report drafted by the committee is of 
the stereotyped character, designating the 
number of cases heard, the number of 
true bills found, the no bills found, andthe 
cases passed to the next grand jury. The 
members of the committee included Charles 
A. Brillow, chairman; Cylde H. Delano, and 
Joshua G. Dawson. Although it was said at 
least two members of this committee are in 
favor of the proposed special jury recommen- 
dation it is asserted no attempt to incorpo- 
rate the plan in the report was made. 

Assistant State's Attorney Victor P. Ar- 
nold, who has had charge of the cases before 
the grand jury, was present rst of the time 
during the deliberattons of » committee. 

The full text of the resolutions which are 
proposed to be presented to Judge Kersten to- 
day were printed in an afternoon newspaper 
with which the reporter in the state’s attor- 
ney’s mind is connected. They set forth that 
Chicago is the victim of grafters, as is evinced 
by the evidence which has come before the 
April grand jury, that the alarming state of 
torruption among city hall officials, makes 
possible wholesale frauds and that a com- 
plete change of conditions in the city hall 
should bé brought about for the benefit of the 
taxpayers. 

They further set forth thi: the Merriam 
commission partly has lifted the graft veil 
and pointed the way for grand jury action. 
The resolutions conclude with a request to 
the Crimina! court judges of Cook county and 
the county commissioners for a grand jury 
to devote its entire time to city hall graft 
and point out the necessity of a corps of in- 
vestigators to search for evidence. 


Views of a Grand Juror. 

“There are some men on the grand jury 
who believe that all that is possibie to find 
the grafters is not being done,”’ one grand 
juror said. “ That is the reason that some of 
us at least are going to take a stand tomorrow 
for a special! inquiry into graft. if Connery 
stole from the city some one in the city’s em- 
ploy helped him or at least allowed the Steai- 
ing to be done. Why can't the city empioyé 
be found?’ 

One man who has worked hard outside the 
grand jury to get some members to make a 
stand for a special grand jury last night 
counted on six men to stand by such a de- 
mand today.

PATTEN PAYING IN FULL. 


Senator Smith Says Inquiry Has Cost 
Country $40,000,000. 


New York, Apri] 29.—[Special.]—Today was 
“ notice day " on the cotton exchange, and, 
'in accordance with the rules, sellers of the 
May options were obliged to declare their in- 
tention to make delilveries next Monday. 
Some 200,000 bales of cotton were declared, 
which means that James A. Patten and 
other bull leaders will be obliged to put up 
about $15,000,000 on the first day of next 
week in order to make good on their con- 
tracts. 

This is a new record for notices of delivery 
of the May option, the previous record being 
97,000 bales. Those who had expected ex- 
citement on the exchange were disappointed, 
for the bull leaders received their notices 
without a tremor, and calmly boosted the 
price of the May option a quarter of a cent a 
pound higher. 

The exact number of bales to be delivered 
on Monday is 202,000. It is understood that 
100,000 bales additions! of the May option 
have been contracted for. Under the rules 
holders of’ these contracts are required to 
accept and pay for the cotton on three 
days’ notice at such time between April 20 
and May 28 as the seller may elect. At the 
present time there are 226,000 bales in port. 


Patten Refuses All Information. 

James A. Patten refused today to say how 
much cotton he had contracted for; what, if 
any, notices he had received today, and how 
much money he would need to put up to 
cover his purchases. 

‘That is nobody’s business but mine,” he 
said. “ although you may rest aséured that 
I will pay for every bale I have agreed to buy. 
This much I will say: I have not bought or 
*sold a single contract under the July option 
in four weeks.’’ 

Mr. Patten was asked whether the sellers 
had held back deliveries on his contract in 
order to concentrate their efforts against the 
weaker members of the bull crowd and so 
break the pool. 

“I have heard tips to that effect,” 
he would say. 

“Do you expect to be called upon to ac- 
cept deliveries right along through May?’ 
he was asked. 

“That is the same question over again,”’ 
he returned. “ I expect to cover certain con- 
tracts this month, but I can’t say when they 
will be presented to me, and I won't say how 
much they amount to.’’ 


Action Costs Nation $40,000,000. 

Washington, D. C., April 20.—** The inves- 
tigation into the sales of cotton which Attor+> 
ney General Wickersham is conducting has 
cost the American people nearly $40,000,000.”’ 

So asserted Senator Smith of South Caro- 
lina today. He was speaking in the hope of 
persuading the senate to adopt the resolu- 
tion directing the attorney general to ascer- 
tain the names of the persons who sold the 
cotton to the New York pool, the operations 
of which have recently received much at- 
tention. 

Mr. Smith oatt that whereas only $40,000, - 
000 worth of manufactured goods had been 
exported last year, $600,000,000 worth of raw 
cotton had been sent abroad. This yeaf the 
cotton exportation, he said; would be about 

000,000. 

“The attorney general is investigating the 
sales of spot cotton. I want him to investi- 
gate the sellers—to find out who were en- 
gaged in trying to put down the price. I want 
him to inqdire as to the gentlemen who got 
together and sold the cotton without having 
it to sell. His investigation, so far as it bas 
gone, has depressed the price to the extent 
of a cent a pound, a total cost to the people 
at large of $40,000,000.- Let him extend the 
inquiry so as to show the facts. 


Inquiry Aid to Bears. 

“TI believe, and the south believes, that this 
interference is for the specific purpose of 
relieving certain bears on the cotton mar- 
ket.”’ 

Further along in his speech he declared that 
the machinations on the stock exchange were 
in the interest of foreign buyers. ‘‘ The bear 
weevil ie as destructive as the boll weevi., 
and I'd like to havea million dollars to drive 
every one of them out of the country.”’ 

Mr. Smith said that on account of the scare- 
ity of seed it would be impossible to plant 
more than 65 per cent of the average cottdn 
crop for the present year.

Senater Cummins’ amendment, requiring 
approval by the interstate commerce com- 
mission of all traffic agreements, came to a 
vote at the close of another day of fiery 
speechmaking. Repeated attempts had been 
made throughout the day to geta vote.

La Follette Starts the Fight. 


Intense feeling prevailed in the senate 
when the vote o¢curred. Senator Aldrich had 
arranged to leaye Washington for New York 
at 4:30 and efforts were made to get a vote 


“before that time. Senator Bacon of Georgia 


ylelded to the “senatorial courtesy” and 
withheld the debate of the bill; and the clerk 
was about to start the roll call at 3:40 o'clock 
when Senator L aFollette, who had kept 
silemt throughout the preliminaries of the 
roll call, rose to his feet and demanded recog- 
nition from the chair. , 

Senator La Follette went so far as to at- 
tempt to prompt the acting president, Sen- 
ator Frye, to recognize him when Mr. Frye 
hesitated. The senate was full, when, amid 
the dead silence in the chamber, Senator La 
Follette launched into his bitter attack upon 
the railroad bill and administration. 

He declared that the corporations had be- 
gun long ago to lay the foundation for the 
present legislation, which, he declared, was 
an attempt to repeal! the anti-trust law com- 
pletely, so far as it applied to the railroads. 

“ The great organizations first enlisted men 
of soft fiber but eminent respectability,” said 
Senator La Follette, ‘‘ to propagate through- 
out this country a sentiment that would war- 
rant.an amendment breaking down the wise 
provisions of the Sherman anti-trust law.” 

Senator La Follette reterred to the conven- 
tions of the Civic federation, held at Chicago 
and’ Washington 

“There is an aroused public sentiment 
that will not be diverted,” said La Follette. 
“The people will not be misrepresented in 
congress much longer, nor are they going to 
blindly follow some political leader. If the 
Republican party is to continue to command 
any respect it must free itself from the 
leadership that has controlled legislation in 
both branches of congress.’’ 


How the Senators Voted. 


The vote which resulted in the defeat of 
the rail bill insurgents was not a large one 
and represented only little more than two- 
thirds of the senate membership. Of the 
total membership of ninety-two there were 
twenty-eight senators who did not vote. Of 
these four were absent without being paired. 
All of these were Democrats. All of the 
Democrats present cast their votes in favor 
of the Cummins provision.

in Central West Filed.” 
EXPERTS ARE STIRRED UP. 


Believed to Be First Move in Big, 
General Increase. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., April 20.—[{Special.}]— 
Increases in commodity freight rates be- 
tween the Missouri river and Mississippi 
river “common points” were filed with the 
interstate commerce commission today. 

The appearance of the new tariffs, partici- 
pated in by “trunk line roads,”’ so-called, 
operating east and west between two rate 
division lines is believed here to be the first 
notice of the genera! increase fin rates which 
has been expected for some ,time. 

The new tariffs filed today do not touch 
class rates, which cover a majority of the 
higher grades of freight. They apply to 
about fifteen important commodities, han- 
dled in carloads at special commodity rates. 
The increases vary on several kinds of 
freight, but the general advance is about 10 
per cent over existing freight rates. 


Rate Experts Interested. 


Considerable interest was manifested 
among members and experts of the interstate 
commerce commission over the advance in 
commodity rates. 

It was reported in Washington this after- 
noon that the new commodity rate tariffs will 
be followed early next week by new tariffs 
covering all class rates, and making sub- 
stantial inereases in these. This could not be 
confirmed here, however, and members of 
the commission professed to have no know!l- 
edge as to the plans of the railroads in the 
central west. 

The new rates filed today come as an im- 
portant manifestation of a movement which 
has been noticed for several days. The first 
tariff filed showing an increase of rates in 
western territory applied to raw wool. This 
was filed several days ago. 

Experts here were unable to explain this 
increase, however, and did not believe it to 
be part of any general advance in western 
rates 


Increase on Cattle. 


An increase of 2% cents a hundred on cattle 
from Chicago to St. Paul followed. This 
rate is to take effect on June l. Another in- 
crease covers fresh meat and packing house 
products from Missouri river ‘‘ common 
points ’’ to Chicago. This increase affects all 
except the Chicago and Alton, Wabash, and 
Great Western, and makes an advance of 5 
cents a hundred pounds on freight rate on 
packing house products. 

The increase in this rate is understood to re- 
sult from the termination of a compact be- 
tween the packers and the railroads which 
has long governed rates on meat products 
between the Missouri river and Chicago. 

Further increases in rates are confidently 
expected here by those who have been fol- 
lowing railroad activities in Chicago recent- 
ly. Whether advances will-be made in all 
classes of rates is not known, 


HOBSON ASSAILS MEYER PLAN 
TO CHANGE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 


Alabaman Accuses Secretary of Using 
Unfair Tactics in Asking House Com- 
mittee to Influence Senate. 


Washington, D. C., April 20.—Representa- 
tive Hobson of. Alabama today attacked the 
Meyer plan of reorganization of the navy de- 
partment during a meeting of the house 
naval affairs committee. He told Secretary 
Meyer it was not his duty to ask the house 
committee on naval affairs to use its influ- 
ence with the senate naval committee. 

Secretary Meyer denied he made such re- 
quest and stated that the proposal! to do this 
was on the initiative of a member of the 
committee and not of himself. He said that 
Attorney General Wickersham had given 
the department the legal opinion that it could 
not maintain the Meyer plan without’ the 
eanction of congress. 

Hobson declared the Wickersham opinion 
was given Secretary Meyer last October be- 
fore he put his plan into practice and that he 
knew he was undertaking something without 
warrant of law.

rior, testifying before the Ballinger-Pinchot 
investigating committee today, bitterly as- 
sailed his critics and characterized many of 


cuser, L. R. Glavis, as “ willful and deliber- 
ate lies.” He denied indignantly that he 
had been guilty of wrongdoing. 

Under the questioning of his attorney, Mr. 
Vertrees, the secretary answered one by one 
the charges made against him. He referred 
with apparent pride to Theodore Roosevelt's 
oft expressed high estimate of him, particu- 
larly the colonel’s statement that he had 
“ secured a $25,000 man for $5,000" for com- 
missioner of the land office. 

Mr. Ballinger defended his conduct in con- 
nection with the Cunningham coal cases and 
stated emphatically he would take the same 
action today as he did when at the head of 
the land office if he had the same record 


before him. 


A 
Tells of Cunningham Fee. 

After leaving the land office, Mr. Ballinger 
declared ,his only connection with the Cun- 
ningham cases was in bringing east from 
Seattle an affidavit of Clarence Cunning- 
ham and presenting it to Secretary Garfield. 
For this service he said he received $200 or 
$250, which he regarded as traveling ex- 
penses. He asserted that when he became 
secretary of the interior he refused to pass 
upon the claims in any way. 

Mr. Vertrees still has to examine Mr. Bal- 
linger on the subject of water power sites 
before turning him over to Mr. Brandeis, 
counsel for Glavis, and Mr. Pepper, attorney 
for Gifford Pinchot, for cross examination. 

Tbe secretary's testimony today dealt al- 
moe: exclusively with the Glavis charges; 
tomorrow it will embrace his attitude to- 
ward conservation and the beginning of his 
controversy with Forester Pinchot. The ** de- 
fense’’ hopes to conclude by noon tomorrow.

Tells Story of His Career. 


Mr. Ballinger recounted the story of his 
career up to the time he became commissioner 
general of the land office, on the earnest so- 
licitation of Roosevelt, Secretary Garfield, 
and Senator Piles. He referred to the anti- 
vice crusade he led while mayor of Seattle. 

The witness read a Roosevelt telegram 
which said: 

‘“‘It is your duty to help me. You and Gar- 
field will lift an’ immense burden from my 
shoulders.”’ 

It was then, Mr. Ballinger said, that he 
decided to accept the land office post, and 
Mr. Vertrees asked the witness whether his 
relations with Garfield then were friendly. 

“ Friendly, but neverintimate. I knew Mr. 
Garfield in college.” 

Mr. Vertrees asked Mr. Ballinger whether 
he knew any of the Cunningham Alaskan 
coal claimants at the time he became com- 
missioner. He said he was not aware he 
knew any of them at that time, but had since 
discovered that he knew about six of them, 
whom he named. 

‘Did you have any interest in Alaskan 
lands?"* asked Mr. Vertrees. 

‘‘T had no interest in Alaskan or any other 
lands whatsoever, either directly or indi- 
rectly,”” replied Mr. Ballinger, emphatically. 


p Details Talk with Roosevelt. 

Mr. Ballinger told of having. come to Wash- 
ington and of an interview at the White 
House with Mr. Roosevelt soon after his ar- 
rival. He said: 

“The president said to me as he greeted 
me, ‘I have no apologies to make, Ballinger. 
I’m glad you are here. Any man who coud 
clean up Seattle as you did can clean up that 
jand office.’ "’ 

Mr. Balinger then described how he 
“cleaned up” the land office, relating in 
detail the many changes he had had made 
and the innovations he had introduced. 

Attorney Vertrees asked Mr. Ballinger 
about a conference he had with Glevis in 
December, 1907. He referred the witness to 
Glavis’ testimony before the committee that 
they had talked about several specific groups 
of Alaska coal claims. 

“ That's a willful and deliberate lie,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Ballinger. He said they had 
discussed the situation in general, but that 
he knew nothing about any groups. 

“The assiduous attempts of certain mali- 
clous people to circulate throughout the 
country that I carried away from the land 
office information which I could use to the 
detriment of the United States government 
has not the slightest foundation in it,’’ said 
Mr. Ballinger.

PATHOS IN THE PURCHASES. 


‘Women Aid in Expose of Conditions on 
the East Side. 


New York, April 20.—{Specia!l.]—The grand 
jury investigating the so-called ‘‘ white 
slave” traffic has found that rot only do the 
conditions described in magazine articles 
exist but that a grand jury representative, 
James B. Reynolds, through women agents, 
has been able actually to purchase four 
** slaves,’’ two of whom are mere girls. 

Three arrests were made today as a result 
and another arrest is expected tomorrow. 

Harry Levinson, who trafficked in giris on 
the east side, and Belle Moore, a negress, 
who sold white girls on the west side, are the 
principals. Aleck Anderson, @ negro em- 
ployed in the Union café in Broadway, near 
Fortieth street, also was arrested. Levinson 
was held in $10,000 bail. 

The girls purchased are all under 18 years 
of age. Two of them appear much younger 
than that. 


Accident Spoils One Sale. 

The agents of Mr. Reynolds had negotiated 
for one girl only 11 years old, but when the 
time came for her to be delivered they were 
told she had fallen down, breaking @ leg. 

District Attorney Whitman said tonight 
that it would have been an easy matter for 
the agents to have bought many more giris 
had not they insisted on having exceedingly 
young ones. 

The women who did most of the work rey 
lating to the purchases are college graduates. 
One of them is from Radcliffe and the other 
from Smith. 

They had little trouble after they once had 
their plans laid out, but they had to do con- 
siderable traveling. To the dealers they rep- 
resented themselves as keepers of disorderly 
houses in Alaska and Seattle. 

Mr. Reynolds told this about two of the 
girls purchased: One of them when taken in 
charge by the agents asked if she might be 
permitted to bring along her doll, and @n- 
other said she had been taken so hurriedly 
from a house where she had been detained 
since last September that. she had left her 
Teddy bear. 


Whitman Makes Statement. 


District Attorney WiNiams said tonight: 
“Our agents were represented as pur- 
chasers of girls. Friendly and confidential! 


relations were established with some of the | 


most influential procurers and dealers. By 
these means valuable first hand information 
was obtained regarding the white slave trade. 
The agents were told the prices paid for ¢:rls, 
the methods employed in the business, and 
in some cases the corrupt relations existing 
between the traders and certain police offi- 
cials. 

“Trading during the present winter was 
described as exceptionally light on account of 
general alarm caused by the sitting of the 
‘white slave’ grand jury. One large dealer 
told the agents that although two years ago 
he could have sold them all the girls they 
wanted at $5 or $10 apiece, he would not risk 
selling one now for $1,000. I do not care to 
say at this tirhe just what price was paid 
for the four girls, but it was a substantia! 
sum in each case.” 

The Rockefeller grand jury reported prog- 
ress to Judge O’ Sullivan and will report again 
on Monday, when it is expected fuller details 
of the traffic will be revealed. 


Seek Two Kidnaped Girls.

Detectives 
on the trail of the girls indicate that they 
were last seen at International Falls, Minn., 
and were bound for Canada. Thé girls two 
weeks ago were induced to go to Milwaukee.

Miss Neuman’s little brother died two days 
after her departure, her grandmother I{s crit- 
ically ill, and her mother is in a dangerous 
condition from worry.

VETERAN RAILROAD OFFICIAL 
WILL RETIRE FROM SERVICE. 


W. B. Kniskern, 25 Years with North- 
western, Resigns—Succeeded by A. C. 
Johnson, Who WonS. D. Capital Fight. 


Warren B. Kniskern, for the last eight years 
passenger traffic manager of the Northwesi- 
ern railroad, will.retire from the service of 
the company on May 1, it was announced yes- 
terday. Mr. Kniskern’s health has been im- 
paired for three years to such an extent that 
he naw deems it wise to give up all active 
work. 

The company’s @nnouncement states that 
Mr. Kniskern retires voluntarily, and, as he 
has been connected with the road for morte 
than twenty-five years, will be entitled toa 
pension. His successor is to‘be Alexander C. 
Johnson, who for ten years has been generai 
agent for the Northwestern at Winona, Minn. 

The appointment of Mr. Johnson over 
others nearer in line for the position was a 
surprise to railroad men. The explanation is 
said to be a promise made to him five years 
ago when, as general agent for South Da- 
kota, he was in charge of the Northwestern's 
end of the South Dakota state capital fight. 

The Northwestern wanted the capital to 
remain at Pierre, served by that road, while 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul con- 
ducted the campaign in favor of the city of 
Mitchell. Mr. Johnson's fight resulted in a 
victory for Pierre and the Northwestern and 
at the time he is said to have received from 
high officials a promise that he would have 
the first good position that became available. 

Mr. Kniskern is one of the best known pas- 
senger officials in the west, and, in addition 
to his twenty-five years of service with the 
Northwestern, formerly was in charge of for- 
eign reports in the general ticket office. He 
entered railway service in 1869 as messenger, 
in the office of the Iiiinois Central. 

Mr. Johnson began his career in the prac- 
tice of law in South Dakota, later entering 
the grain business in the northwest, and was 
then appointed general agent of the North- 
western at Watertown, 8. D. ;

In 
his room was found two rapid fire revolvers, 
600 rounds of ammunition, grease paints, and 
a false beard. 

Colister was a personal friend of the cash- 
ier of the bank he proposed to rob, and pur- 
chased steel tipped ammunition, claiming 
he wished Ghly to make the cashier helpless. 
The cashterefainted tn court when the guns 
?and bullets were produced. 

Colister, whois an automobile wartie me- 
chanic, upon leaving to serve his sentence 
for conspiracy to rob the bank, blamed an 
unnamed sweetheart for his wild schémes to 
rob and murder. 

“ The sentence passed upon me pleased me 
more than I can tell,”” he said while on his 
way to the depot to take the train for Ionia. 
“TIT am glad of the opportunity to get away 
from Lansing and my former associates. It 
may seem surprising that I look on a two 
years’ prison sentence with pleasure. But 
there I will be away from it all, and by the 
time I am released will have gotten my 
troubles off my mind. j 


Urged Him to Make More,

Attack Clause in Agreement. 


The clause leaving Mrs. Dean but $7,000 in 
case the couple should separate, her attor- 
neys say, invalidates the contract as placing 
her at the mercy of her husband. Precedents 
will be cited to prove this contention. 

The attorneys for the heirs have subpeenaed 
a large number of witnesses, one of whom is 
the first wife of Samuel E. Gross, author of 
the *“‘ Merchant Prince of Cornville.” 


Widow’s Mother on Stand. 

Mrs. Dean's mother concluded her testi- 
mony yesterday, and emphasized the lux- 
ury in which her daughter had been reared, 
saying her disposition was artistic and her 
nature emotional.

THE CRISIS IN ENGLAND. 

The house of lords has passed the 
budget, the king has given his perfunctory 
assent, and the mother of parliaments has 
shut her doors and put out the lights. 
When on May 26 her doors swing open, 
what is virtually the last stage in one of 
the greatest struggles in her history will 
begin. For in the debate that will then 
follow the issues are to be ~°-de up be 
tween the opposing political groups as ‘o 
the reform of the house of lords and the 
modification of its functions in the govern- 
ment ef the British empire. 
When these issues are joined there will 
be the appeal to the country, a general 
election, to be held probably not before 
August, and upon the mandate of that 
election the victors will proceed to remodel 
the ancient if not altogether venerable bul- 
wark of British aristocracy. 
That the second house is to be amended 
and not ended, at least at this stage of the 
triumphant advance of democracy, goes. 
without saying. The Radicals and the 
Laborites really favor the abolition of the 
chamber, but the electorate has not de- 
veloped a wide support for thie demand, so 
that the issue which will come before the 
people will be between a plan already 
adumbrated in three resolutions proposed 
by Mr. Asquith at the session just ad- 
journed, and the Tory plan, which is yet 
definitely to be developed. 
The Asquith resolutions declared, first: 
“That it is expedient that the house of 
lords be disabled by law from rejecting or 
amending a money bill,” adding that “ for 
the purpose of this resolution a bill shall 
be considered, if in the opinion of the 
speaker it contains only provisions dealing 
with all or any of the following subjects— 
namely: the imposition, repeal, remission, 
alteration, or regulation of taxation; 
charges on the consolidated fund or the 
provision of money by parliament; supply; 
the appropriation, control, or regulation of 
public money; the raising or guarantee of 
any loan, or the repayment thereof; or 
matters incidental to those subjects or any 
of them.” 

The second and third resolutions are as 


follows: 


{2} That it is expedient that the powers of 
the house of lords as respects bills other than 
money bills be restricted by law, so that any 
such bill which has passed the house of commons 
in three successive sessions and having been sent 
up to the house of lords at least one month be- 
fore the end of the session, has been rejected by 
that house in each of those sessions, shall be- 
come law without the consent of the house of 
lords, on the royal assent being declared: Pro- 
vided, that at least two years shall have elapsed 
between the date of-the first introduction of the 
bill in the house of commons and the date on 
which it passes the house of commons for the 
third time. For the purpose of this resolution a 
bill shall be treated as rejected by the house of 
lorde if it has not been passed by the house of 
lorde either without amendment or with such 
amendments only as may be agreed upon by both 


houses. 
{3] That it is expedient to limit the duration of 
parliament to five years. 


It is objected to these resolutions that 
they virtually create a single chamber 
parliament by rendering the second house 
impotent to do more than check for two 
years the will of the commons. Un- 
questionably the drastic character of these 
changes represents very significantly the 
present power of radicalism in England 
‘rather than the wishes of the old “ high 
Liberals ” of the right. 

The case for the lords will be made up 
on the lines of Lord Rosebery’s resolu- 
tions and upon the results of the debate 
upon the report of the committee appoint- 
ed in 1907, of which he was chairman, 
The former, already passed by the lords, 
declare the necessity for a “strong and 
efficient second chamber,” that such a 
¢bamber can best be obtained by “ reform- 
ing and reconstituting the house of lords,” 
and that a “ necessary preliminary to such 
reform and reconstitution fs the acceptance 
of the principle that possession of a peer- 
age sha!] no longer in itself give the right 
to sit and vote in the house of lords.” 

The recommendations of the committee 
are that the reformed house shall consist 
of 3 peers of the blood royal, 130 qualified 
hereditary peers, 200 representatives elect- 
ed by the hereditary peers, 10 lords | 
spiritual (archbishops and bishops), and 5 
lords of appeal in ordinary (law lords). 
Four life peers may be added each year 
‘up to. the number of forty, and the 130 
qualified peers, it is proposed, shall be ap- 
pointed from those who have filled the 
offices of cabinet ministers, viceroys, or 
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e plans

Jacob Riis has made satisfactory and 
convincing denial of the absurd story that 
he intended to swim out and meet Theo- 
dore Roosevelt on the return. The report 
never was taken seriously, the general 
suspicion being that the paragraphers who 
know what Mr. Riis could and would do 
if it were necessary were having some 
kindly fun with him, The first word of 
welcome will be one from the enthusiastic 
sociologist, but he will not swim out aud 
climb dripping over the ship rail like a 
spaniel with it. 

There will be something more appealing 
and tender and less sensational in J. R.’s 
“howdy” to T. BR. As the time comes 
for the latter to take to the high seas the 
former will repair to Babylon, Siasconset, 
or Sagaponack, and at his request the 
sympathetic wireless wil] reach out for 
the traveler. There is something very 
fitting in this idea—J. R. out in the wild 
night with an intent ear cocked towards 
the east, his far flung words traversing 
the desolate wastes of wind and wave; 
T. R. all unknowing of this quest and 
possibly unthinking of the lonely Riis and 
his wandering words. It would be easy 
to anticipate the climax of this quest when 
the wayfaring “howdy” of the one sud- 
denly picks up the ship, but the dramatic 
values are the better preserved not to do 
so. We leave the watcher in the night 
seated on a friendly rock, keeping his 
long vigil, smoking his pipe, and sending 
his fond imagination out in the wake of 
the wireless greeting as it searches the 
seas for him to whom it is addressed.

Of course he was supported in a measure 
by the refusal of foreign money markets to 
advance any funds to the Greek governmen( 
as long as the position of the throne seemed 
sO precarious, and it was made thoroughly 
clear at Athens that if the king were to go, 
either through abdication or deposition, no 
more money would be available from abroad 
and that the nation could no longer be able 
to count upon the protection of its inde- 
pendence from Turkish aggression.

The crown prince and crown princess, 
Prince George, and Prince Nicholas, with 
their children, have all been living abroad 
for the last eight months, to all intents and 
purposes exiles, and just before Christmas 
the situation seemed so hopeless that the 
crown prince had actually caused all his be- 
longings at Athens and at his country seat in 
the neighborhood to be packed up for trans- 
mission to St. Petersburg, where he con- 
templated making thenceforth his home, 
taking service in the Russian army. 

Now, however, there has been a revulsion, 
The Military league has accomplished noth- 


ing in the way of reform beyond compelling 


the government to call a national assembly 
for the revision of the constitution. Torn 
by interna] dissensions, it has lost authority 
and prestige with the army, upon which it 
relied, and can no longer exercise its will 
upon the government and the parliamentary 
opposition. 

And now comestheclimax, Thevery army 
officers who demanded a year ago the ex- 
patriation of the crown prince, his elimina- 
tion from the succession to the throne, and 
who insisted upon his being deprived, as 
well as his brothers, of all military and naval 
offices and dignities, are now clamoring 
loudly for his return, having come to the 
conclusion that it is only with his backing 
and the support of the dynasty that they 
can ever expect to carry through the re- 
forms which they have all along had dp 
view. |

They do not even venture to ask him to 
help them towards securing the polit- 
ical reforms which they had contemplated 
at the time of their coup d@’état or pronuncia- 
mento a year ago, but declare that they will 
be perfectly satisfied if he will only help 
them to obtain the reforms in connection 
with the army which are indispensable to 
its efficiency. 

It is with this object in view that the once 
so powerful but now considerably humbled 
and discredited Military league has ap- 
proached the king, entreating him to im- 
mediately summon back to Greece those 
very princes—that is to say, his sons—whose 
dismissal from the army and expatriation it 
had extorted from him hast year. The king, 
refraining from the reproachcs which he 
might justly have addressed to them, prom- 
ised to comply with their wishes, and as the 
government, as well as the opposition lead- 
era, both heartily sick of the Military league. 
see in the return of the princes, especially of 
the heir apparent, a safeguard against any 
revival of the reign of terror of the Military 
league and the restoration of some kind of 
discipline and order among the officers of the 
army, they have al#o urged the king to bring 
back his sons to Greece.

The crown prince and his brothers are 
returning in response to the wish, nay, the 
emtreaty, of all classes of the Greek 
population, hailed with an enthusiasm all 
the greater in that it is meant to give ex- 
pression to the regret that they have been 


subjected to a singularly cruel and unde-: 


served injustice. Indeed, the outcome of 
King George's sitting tight in the saddle and 
keeping a level head and even temper, un- 
dismayed by all thoughts of personal danger 
and patient under the most exasperating and 
humiliating conditions, is that his dynasty 
is more strongly established in Greece than 
ever and that his subjects, having found by 
experience that they cannot get along with- 
out the royal family, will now make greater 
efforts than in the past to retain them -in 
the country by rendering their life there 
agreeable. 

If the experience of the royal family during 
the last year has been unpleasant, so, too, 
has that of the Greeks. For they have seen 
that owing to their treatment of their reign- 
ing house they have been boycotted, not 
alone by the money markets. by the foreign 
governments and foreign courts, but even 
by the foreign tourists who in the past have 
brought so much money into the country, 
and they have come to realize what an im- 
portant asset in their national welfare is the 
dynasty which for close upon a half century 
has now governed their destinies.

Of all the mean, despicable acts to which 
vivisection leads its devotees none is more 
utterly ignoble than to instigate the theft 
of other people’s pets for this hideous pur- 
pose.

BEST IN “LADY MER-

It Might Better Have Been Made 
a Short Story. Has Neither Beauty 
Nor Charm. 


RS. HUMPHRY WARD has won 
and continues to hold the unquestion- 
ing respect of a large audience. Folk 
have fallen into an easy way of look- 
ing upon her as one of the chief, if 

not the chief, fictionist of England. The so- 
lemnity with which she approaches a subject, 
her genuine uncerstanding of English pub- 
lic questions, her heavy but apparently re- 
liable fashion of delineating English society, 
and, above all, the polemical character of 
her books, make up a sum total of virtues 
which, while not precisely literary, produce 
intellectual interest. To attack ruthlessly, 
such a conviction might well be waste of en- 
ergy and ink on the part of any reviewer, and 
THE TRIBUNE, which inclines in all cases to 
constructive rather than to destructive criti- 
cism, hesitates to enter upon too severe a 
scrutiny of this lady's work, and its relation 
to the best literature. It will only go so far 
ag to say that it does not seem to have any 
right to be classed with the best Mterature of 
the time. Certainly no adjectives of a super- 
lative character can be offered in praise of 
“LADY MERTON, COLONIST.” [Double- 
day, Page & Co.] The scene of the story is 
laid in Canada, along the line of the Canadian 
Pacific—a journey which Mrs. Ward evidently 
took when she was on this side of the water 
—and the heroine is a high spirited, imagina- 
tive woman, who is mede to see the meaning 
of the new land. She recognizes the possi- 
bilities of its future, appreciates the stirring 
reality of the work of subduing the wilder- 


‘ness, and, above all, she delights in the sort 


of character forged in such a place. 

Indeed, she goes so far as to fa]! heartily 
in love with George Anderson, one of the 
chief engineers of the road, a man with 
shameful antecedents, but with a sterling 
character of his own, anda simple and win- 
ning personality. Lady Merton goes home 
to England and Anderson follows her. She 
has an opportunity of measuring him by the 
men of her acquaintance, and she returns 
with him to assist him in a career which is, 
the reader feels, to be full of large activities. 

A certain nobleness of tone dominates the 
book. So much may be said for all that Mrs. 
Ward writes. And there is no doubt that 
her understanding of the impelling impulse 
which sends men into the great Canadian wild 
to assist in the building up of an empire is a 
true,one. But the book is without beauty, 
without charm, without real significance. 
Mrs. Ward's idea could have been expressed 
adequately in a short story. The stuff of 
a novel is not between these covers, and in 
this day of gleaming and iridescent fiction 
her present attempt seems nothing less than 
crude. 
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Anne Douglas Sedgwick [now Mrs. Basi] 
de Selincourt and a resident of England] 
has, in “‘ FRANKLIN WINSLOW KANE,” 
added another to her list of subtle and skilled 
works of fiction. Miss Sedgwick—as it seems 
mrore natural to call her—has taken for her 


, subject the rich, wandering, refined, unat- 


tached American woman who passed through 
various stages of experience and who comes 
finally to a day when she looks about her 
at her Europe, at her innumerable contem- 
poraries burning their pale lamps before the 
altar of beauty, and wonders of what use 
she is, and whether it really seems worth 
while to go on with a life so savorless. A}! 
the crudities, the necessities, the aggressions 
of life have been thrice strained for such 
as she, and she is left with her superrefined 
product, out of which all of the real nutri- 
ment has been taken. 

Miss Althea Jakes, the heroine of the book, 
came from Boston and lived almost anywhere 
in Burope. She thought of herself as su- 
perior, and was accustomed to be much re- 
spected at home and particularly well treated 
abroad. She knew she had a noble sort of 
beauty, and she was conscious of wearing 
clothes at once esthetic and fashionable. She 
was well informed, and, though she had no 
decided preferences, except in a general way 
for the best, she drifted about with the deli- 
cate flotsam and jetsam of her coun and 
got what good she could out of hero fas- 
tidiousness. For seventeen years, ever since 
she was in short frocks, she had been loved 
and sought in merriage by Franklin Wins- 
low Kane of Cambridge, who was well known 
among men of science, somewhat patronized 
by society, and patiently and persistently re- 
jected by Miss Jakea. He was, indeed, small 
of stature, brown and uninteresting of face, 
wore cheap socks and badly fitting coats, and 
had the disposition of an angel. These qual- 
ities were not attractive to Miss Jakes, who 
was looking for something regal, 

Over in Europe she fell in with a slant eyed, 
capricious and engaging young English pa- 
gan person of the upper class, one Helen 
Buchanan. Helen knew precisely what she 
wanted, was badly educated, perfectly bred, 
rather insolent and quite miserable. She 
had, indeed, under all her bravado a broken 
heart. It was broken because of her hope- 
less love for her cousin, Gerald Digby, who 
had been her playmate and alter ego since 
babyhood. Both she and Digby were quite 
abjectly poor—so much so that folk had to 
lend them hunters, and make perpetual 
guests out of them. But they knew every- 
body, and in their worst moods, they were 
charming. 

These four persons got together over in 
Althea’s English country house, which she 
had rented from the impecunious Digby— 
who hadn't money enough to keep it up—and 
there followed complications of en amazing 
sort. To attempt to recount them would be 
as confusing to the reader as to the re- 
viewer. Here is the delicate modern comedy 
played to perfection—that engaging literary 
form of comedy which permits you to sit by 
your own fire, in your ‘own chair and by 
your own reading lamp, a spell bound audi- 
ence of one.

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“THE ROYAL AMERICANS.” by Mary 
Hallock Foote, is a story of colonial days in 
New York, with the efficient and regal Madam 
Schuyler, as a sort of background to the 
action. A substantial tale of four hundred 
pages, it proceeds with leisure, allowing 
plenty of time for description, character de- 
lineation and political observation. Mrs. 
Foote, who, twenty years ago, proffered the 
short story in its most modern guise, seems 
now, curlously enough, somewhat old fash- 
ioned in her method of workmanship. Her 
story remains, however, a good one of hie 
kind—a lucid, strong story of things which 
actually happened or which easily might have 
happened. The tone is high, the atmosphere 
indubitably that of American pioneer days. 

The heroine is Catherine Hénorée Yelver- 
ton, who was born in a fort in the thick of 
battle, and left without a mother the second 
day of her life. Her father, one of the 
trusted officers of the Royai American troops, 
confides her to the care of a good Scotch 
nurse and the guardianship of a devout 
Dutch dominie. Madam Schuyler is her 
godmother, and in spite of war's alarms and 
the vicissitudes of a colonial life, the young 
woman grows up with every prospect of en- 
joying a varied and successful life. About 
her circle many storms, and she is some- 
times well in the center of them, but the 
book closes with her feet well established 
in happy domestic paths, with the young 
companion of her girlhood, one Bassy Dun- 
bar, who, by his own efforts, and in spite 
of a dark ancestry, has arisen to a position 
of trust and importance under the new gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

The story itself, although it is interesting, 
seems second in importance to the picture of 
colonial life, which is so quietly and strong- 
ly drawn that it convinces the reader of its 
verity. There are plots and counterplots, 
but they seem far away and dim—things long 
past and done with. But the heroism of 
those early—one had almost written “ in- 
spired "—pioneers, the vast adventure they 
undertook, the appalling disadvantages 
under which they labored, and the colossal 
game they played, cannot fail to awaken 
enthusiasm in the heartiof the true Amer- 
ican. Mrs. Foote has the faculty of writ- 
ing sincerely. She is, indeed, a sincere 
woman, a good student, and a sympathetic 
and consistent writer. Although one prefers 
her in her contemporary western tales, still 
the present novel may be cordially commend- 
ed. (Houghton, Mifflin & Co.). 
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“THE LIFE OF ME,” by Ethel Shackel- 
ford, purports to be the autobiography of a 
baby. Baby Dicklet Carr finds himself born 
into a small flat where neither his mother 
nor the landlord really desires him. His 
mother has had dreams of @ musical career 
and a domestic life in a few small rooms, 
with the necessity for close economy and a 
strict adherence to household responsibili- 
ties seems to her insupportable. So disin- 
clined is she fog the great capitulation in- 
yolved in maternity that her distress presses 
upon her brain until it is by the merest mar- 
gin that she escapes madness. Baby is aware 
of all that goes on in his mother’s mind, 
and he relates to his interested public the 
struggie and stress of this poor woman, who 
had dreamed her own individuality worth de- 
velopment, and who finds herself caught and 
snared in the relentless mesh of maternal 
experience. The day came, of course, when 
to hear the word “‘ mother " breathed by her 
little boy’s lips was to feel that he had com- 
pensated for every imagined loss, but she did 
not quickly or easily come to that conclusion. 

Although this story is told in a quaint 
and fanciful way, no little observation lies 
behind it. The theme is one which is worthy 
of more serious treatment, but Mise Shackel- 
ford may have been right when. in presenting 
it prettily and whimsically, she insured its 
acceptance by women who might not have 
essayed the reading of a more austere piece 
of fiction. 

She touches upon the strange fact—little 
written of, yet undeniably true—that a wom- 
an. to accept the heavy responsibilities of 
maternity with perfect acquiescence, must 
either be simply mammal or have reached a 
plane of spiritual power and zest for self- 
abnegation far beyond that which is ordi- 
nary. Physicians know something of these 
struggles and tumults of the soul which 
women endure, and husbands sometimes 
know of them. Mise Shackelford has 
dealt in her casual and almost jesting 
manner with one of the dark and 
cryptic things which Me at the bottom 
of the feminine Mfe—the secret life, which 
gives to her that “ mystery’ which men 
recognize, yet find themselves unable to de- 
fine.

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N Mr. Charles Frederick Holder’s “ REC- 
REATIONS OF A SPORTSMAN ON 
THE PACIFIC COAST,” pupblished this

States forester, and Mr. Stewart Edward 
White, author and sportsman, trolling for 
swordfish.

Mr. Pinchot is a great friend of Mr. Holder, 
and they have had many good times together. 
Mr. Holder describes Mr. Pinchot as an ex- 
traordinary shot at any distance, and that 
he could do, if he desired; all his big game 
shooting with a revolver whén most men 
would want a close sighted rifle. 

Mr. Holder is a delightful writer, with a 
good, picturesque style and a knowledge of 
his subject that even Mr. Roosevelt would 
commend. Mr, Roosevelt, as is well known, 
is dead set against ‘“ nature fakers,”’ under 
which head Mr. Holder does not come. Here 
is a description of a fight with a swordfish 
that Is worth quoting:

All who are interested In the education of 
women will be grateful for “‘ THE LIFE OF 
MARY LYON” (Houghton, Mifflin Co.), by 
Beth Bradford Gilchrist. Miss Lyon was the 
founder of Mount Holyoke college, which was 
one of the first institutions devoted to the 
higher education of women in this country. 
She was a woman of great force of character, 
much learning, and a genius fortraining. To 
quote from her biographer: ‘* Preéminently 
she was a builder.

Probably no woman has laid a 
more persuasive hand on American society 
than she. Nor has her influence been the 
less compelling because its results have not 
always been accredited to her.

There are scores of women still living in 
different parts of this country who owe their 
early training to Mary Lyon; or Mary Lyon 
ideas. There are not, perhaps, many of her 
pupils living, but there are an endless num- 
ber who have profited my her teachings. 
More than 3,000 students, we are told, “ trans- 
mitted her influence to the rising currents of 
American enterprise, and the overwhelming 
majority became active centers for the dis- 
semination of her spirit.’

Purpose Forming Company to 
Purchase Present Grounds. 


PUBLIC WILL GET STOCK. 


Plans of ‘Insurgents’? Contemplate 
Furtherance of All Sports. 


Directors of the bolting faction of the Stafe 
Gaelic Atheletic association at a meeting in 
the Hotel La Salle last night voted to form 
a stock organization with the ultimate pur- 
pose of purchasing the present Gaelic park, 
Forty-seventh and California avenue.

tice. 

Drought Saps Plant Vitality. 

In many soft winter wheat sections the 
trouble seems to be*that the vitality of the 
plant has been sapped by the drought condi- 
tions and consequently that the insect depre- 
dations are on a greater scale than usual. 
Iliinols and Indiana furnished a: big grist of 
these kinds of reparts,. while reports from 
Missouri, Nebraska, and Kansas were fairly 
sensational. .The corroboration .of early 
claims of serious winter killing by Secretary 
Coburn has.made the trade now willing to 
believe other reports. and it is a fact that 
the. amount of moisture west and southwest 
this spring has been far below normal. ‘High 
temperatures prevailed over Kansas, Okla- 
homa, and weetern Nebraska. with dust- 
storms reported. Oklahoma conditions are 
said to be not so glowing as early in the sea- 
son. Cold weather is predicted for the entire 
bel. 


Kansas News Is Sensational. 

While the crop news was of the sensational! 
order cash developments as well as the for- 
eign news was unqualifiedly bearish. The 
week’s exports will aggregate about 12,000,000 
bu, or about 4,000,000 bu more than a year 
ago. European markets are heavy and pros- 
pects for export business are extremely slim. 
Dry weather talk is being started in the 
northwest. but the genéral outlook for the 
spring wheat is excelient. Receipts are small 
but larger than a year ago. Local arrivals 8 
cars, with 15 cars inepected yesterdey. Min- 
neapolis wheat stocks decreased 465,000 bu for 
the week.

May Corn at Big Discount. 

In spite of the great strength in wheat, 
corn was dulll and listless, with a decided in- 
clination to drag. May went to a discount of 
approximately 4c under the July, which ts an 
almost unheard-of thing and indicates the 
extent to which the trade has been affected 
by the reports of poor condition of the grain. 
The elevator concerns do not apear to fear 
the quality of the corn, as they were the best 
buyers. Cash sales were 105,000 bu, with 
prices %c off té %c up. Receipts here were 
only 28 cars, with 44-cara,promised for today. 
The ‘run at primary points was 208,000'bu, 
against 254,000 bu a year ago. Weather condi- 
tions are’ now favorable for planting corn. 
Liverpool closed unchanged. Comstock 
bought September corn and Bartlett-Patten 
and Rosenbaum Grain the May, the latter 
gelling July. Final prices were a shade lower 
for May and %@‘¢c up for the other months. 


Crop Scare in Oats Also. 

The crop furore in wheat started a small 
sized scare in oats and prices for the new crop 
months were much higher, final quotations 
showing gains of 4@%c to %@%ec. Early the 
market was decidedly weak. Wagner ied the 
buying and offerings were light on the up- 
turn. Receipts here were 118 cars, with 128 
cars inspected yesterday. The cash demand 
is fairly active and sales were 100,000 bu. 
Sample prices were steady to \c lower. Pri- 
mary arrivals were 339,000 bu, against 295,000 
bu a year ago. Crop news from lowa was 
bullish and inspired much of the buying. 


Hog Products in Sharp Rally. 

Provisions finished strong, prices showing 
a substantial advance for the day. Buying 
of ribs was the main factor, Gregson and 
Wood leading the buying early, and commis- 
sion houses also taking fair lines. Part of 
the buying was supposed to be for Champlin. 
Cudahy interests were credited with selling 
on the advance. Receipts here were only 
7.500 and the estimate for today is 5,000. 
Western points had a total of 27,600 hogs, 
compared to 62,000 a year ago, which indicates 
the bullish status of the situation. The ship- 
ping demand is moderate.

It is belfeved the company was 
never in a more substantial position than now, 
though the retirement of its obligations nec- 
essarily will require several years, since the 
funds are to be provided out of profits, 

It is expected that O. C. Barber, chairman 
of the board of directors, will be present at 
the annual meeting. Mr. Barber, his friends 
say, feeis that he is entitled to be relieved of 
& great deal of responsibility in the conduct 
of the affairs of the company since he was 
its founder and carried the business up to the 
proportions !t has attained. 


To Mark Up Money. 

Several of the larger national banks have 
given formal notice that all 4% per cent and 
4% per cent demand dloans will be marked 
up to 5 per cent, beginning May 1. This ac- 
tion was foreshadowed ten days ago, whep 
borrowers were told they. might expect an 
advance in rates at the beginning of the 
month.
